Business 

1)  .  Minutes  of  previous  meeting  have  not  been  prepared  for  the  records  yet. 

2)  .  Anne  Healy  has  been  appointed  to  the  Arts  Commission,  and  consequently  is  no 
longer  a  member  of  the  Gallery's  Advisory  Board. 

3)  .  Nominations  for  Curatorial  Committee  Chair  were  discussed.  It  was  decided  to 
continue  to  work  without  a  designated  chair  and  to  await  the  appointment  of  new 
Advisory  Board  members  for  possible  candidates. 

4)  .  Exhibitions  discusses. 

a)  .  "The  Funny  Show"  opens  tomorrow,  March  16th. 

b)  .  "Torch  and  Anvil",  curated  by  Adrienne  Fuzee,  features  works  by  18  artists 

and  will  open  on  May  11th. 

c)  .  Christine  Tamblyn  discussed  her  proposed  exhibit  "Tableaux  Vivant^ 

She  plans  to  extend  the  idea  of  tableau,  and  is  considering,  for  example, 
mechanized  dolls,  photographs  of  installations,  interactive  computer  works, 
and  mannequins  in  moveable  environments. 

d)  .  Brief  review  of  Gallery  exhibition  policy  by  Meissner.  Artists  who've  had 

major  museum  or  gallery  exhibits  should  not  be  included  in  Gallery  exhibits. 
Artists  should  reside  in  ojeater  Bay  Area.  From  time  to  time,  artists  from 

outside  Bay  Area  can  be  included.  No  city  or  State  funds  can  be  applied  to 
their  expenses.  Also,  the  amount  of  Gallery  space  given  to  "guest"  artists 
must  be  less  than  that  given  to  Bay  Area  artists. 

e)  .  Heather  McGill  and  Brian  Rust  were  selected  by  the  Exploration  City  Site 

jurors  for  commissions  to  install  projects  in  the  lot  adjacent  to  the  Gallery. 
Project  funding  is  still  pending;  it  is  hoped  that  the  first  project  can  be 
installed  in  July. 

f)  .  The  Gallery  has  been  asked  by  Centro  Colombo  Americano  to  exhibt  a  show 

of  works  by  Columbian  artists.    Dates,  size  of  works,  available  funding  are 
not  clear.  Perhaps  a  collaborative  exhibit  could  be  arranged  with  another 
San  Francisco  site,  and  the  works  could  be  exhibited  in  conjunction  with  the 
Gallery's  show  in  Spring,  1990.

"Whafs  Wrong  With  This  Retire?",  a  catalog  of  critical  essays  and  exhibit  photocraphs, 
was  produced  by  Glen  Helfand.  A  publication  party  was  held  at  the  Gallery  on  October 
28th,  the  last  day  of  the  exhibit.  Artists  and  writers  signed  a  copy  for  Mayor  Agnos. 

"Exploration:  City  Site"  publication  discussed.  The  Gallery  should  consider  producing  a 
catalog  for  the  prog-am.  Suggested  funding:  Lannan  Foundation,  Grants  for  the 
Arts(SF). 

Exhibit  for  January  18  -  March  3, 1990  will  be  called  "R/T  SF-CoJombia.  This  is  the  show 
which  has  toured  Colombia,  South  America  under  the  auspices  of  Centro  Colombo 
Americano  this  past  year.  "R/T"  will  include  new  works  by  the  thirteen  artists. 

Festival  2000  discussed.  Rene  Yanez  has  been  appointed  Visual  Arts  Coordinator  for 
the  Festival.  The  Gallery  will  participate  in  the  Festival.  Yanez  proposed  an  exhibit 
comparing  aesthetics  of  four  gjoups;  Black,  Asian  American,  Latino,  and  White.  A 
subcommittee  of  the  Curatorial  Committee  will  work  with  Rene  to  develop  an  exhibit 
concept  and  selection  of  artists.  It  was  also  suggested  that  directors  of  participating 
Visual  Arts  organizations  meet  to  coordinate  proojamming.

Festival  2000 

Rene  Yanez  distributed  materials  on  his  recommendations  for  the  Festival  2000  Visual 
Arts  prog-am.  It  involves  three  aspects:  an  artists  registry  for  1)  cross  cultural 
collaborations,  and  2)  multicultural  individual  artists,  and  3)  purchase  awards  by  the  Arts 
Commission.  After  much  discussion  to  clarify  the  proposal  details,  Meissner  reminded 
the  committee  that  in  December,  the  Gallery  agreed  to  consult  the  Festival  2000  artist 
registry  for  the  gallery's  exhibit.  Meissner  wrote  Yanez  a  letter  stating  this,  and  further, 
that  Festival  2000  promotional  materials  not  commit  the  Gallery  otherwise.  Additionally, 
in  a  meeting  that  took  place  at  the  Gallery  at  Yanez  suggestion  in  early  February, 
Meissner  released  monies  committed  to  the  Gallery  by  Sloan,  Director  of  the  Festival. 
She  recommended  that  the  money,  $10,000  be  awarded  to  the  artists  in  support  of  a 
proposal. 

Timeline  for  artist's  registry  discussed.  It  was  aojeed  that  the  Registry  will  be  closed 
before  the  Gallery's  Curatorial  meeting  of  May  14th.  The  Committee  will  consult  the 
Registry  at  this  meeting.  Meissner  will  write  a  letter  to  Yanez  and  Festival  to  this  effect.
